Evangelium : Matt. 20, 1—16. 

Ti xmmelens rike er lik en husbonde, 
som gik ut tidlig om morgenen for at leie 
arbeidere til sin vingaard. Og da han var 
blit enig med arbeiderne om en penning 
om dagen, sendte han dem bort til sin vin¬ 
gaard. 

Og han gik ut ved den tredje time og 
saa andre staa ledige paa torvet, og til 
dem sa han: gaa ogsaa I bort i min vin¬ 
gaard, og hvad ret er, vil jeg gi eder. Og 
de gik avsted. 

Atter gik han ut ved den sjette og nien¬ 
de time og gjorde likesaa. Og han gik 
ut ved den ellevte time og fandt andre 
staaende der, og han sa til dem: hvorfor 
staar I her ledige hele dagen? De sa til 
ham: fordi ingen har leiet os.

Da sangen for Herren begynte. 

Vi leser i 2 Krøn. 29 om hvorledes den 
gudfryktige kong Esekias gjenoprettet den 
sanne gudsdyrkelse blandt folket. Den var 
blitt ødelagt blandt annet av ugudelige kon¬ 
ger og ikke minst av Esekias’ far Akas. 

Esekias renset templet, satte lampene 
i stand igjen og alle redskaper til gudstje- 
nestelig bruk. Han fikk ogsaa ofringene i 
gang igjen. Han blev ved Guds naade et 
middel til en bølge av begeistring og vek¬ 
kelse i folket. 

Saa leser vi i vers 27 og 28: “Saa bød 
Esekias aa ofre brennofferet paa alteret; 
og paa samme tid som ofringen begynte, 
begynte ogsaa sangen for Herren og trom¬ 
petene a lyde, ledsaget av Davids, Israels 
konges instrumenter. Og hele menigheten 
kastet sig ned mens sangen lød og trompe¬ 
tene klang, og alt dette varte til ofringen 
var til ende.” • * 

Paa samme tid som ofringen begynte, 
begynte ogsaa sangen for Herren, staar det. 

Mon det ikke ligger en dypere mening 
i dette, enn at det bare var en slik forord¬ 
ning? Er det ikke uttrykk for et evig prin¬ 
sipp eller grunnsetning angaaende sann 
gudsfrykt dette, at naar ofringen begynner, 
saa begynner lovsangen til Gud i hjertene? 

Brennofferet i den gamle pakt er et 
forbillede særlig paa selvhengivelsens offer 
i den nye pakt. Som Paulus sier i Rom. 
12, 1: “Jeg formaner eder altsaa, brødre, 
ved Guds miskunn, at I fremstiller eders 
legemer som et levende, hellig, Gud velbe- 
hagelig offer.” Og heri er sikkert innbe¬ 
fattet ogsaa vaar eiendom, som egentlig er 
Guds eiendom og som vi bare er hushol¬ 
dere over. 

Altsaa, naar det lykkes for Gud aa faa 
vekke og drage oss saaledes in til sig, at 
vi viser “troens lydighet” i aa ofre — 
hengi oss selv og det vi har til ham, som 
han vil, da skapes der lovsang til Gud i 
vaare hjerter —! Alt paa grunnlag av 
Kristi usigelige offer for oss! 

Nu er det offerets tid. Skulde det ikke 
være gildt om det blev riktig mange som 
fikk en ny eller fornyet og forøket lovsang 
og takk til Gud i sine hjerter ved i lydighet 
aa “gi Gud hvad Guds er”? Vi ser gleden 
ved slikt offer i 1 Krøn. 29, 9 flg. Kanskje 
man attpaa vilde faa se sjeler ved korset 
flere steder, for “gleden i Herren er vaar 
styrke”, ogsaa naar det gjelder aa vinne 
sjeler for ham. 

Og enda en ting: Naar offeret og gleden 
virkes slik i vaare hjerter, da blir det mere 
seier i vaart kristenliv innad og utad i tje¬ 
nesten for Gud. 

“Og straks de.begynte med sine fryderop 
og lovsanger, lot Herren en flokk bakfra 
komme over Ammons barn, Moab og folket 
paa Se-irf jellet, som var kommet mot Juda, 
og de blev slaatt,” 2 Krøn.

Nyaarsdagens episteltekst begynner med 
disse uforglemmelige ord: “Jesus Kristus 
er igaar og idag den samme, ja til evig tid.” 
Om vi bare til alle tider kunde holde det 
klart i vaar trosbevissthet! 

Saa mange troende mennesker er tilbøie- 
lig til aa mene at alt var saa meget gildere 
igaar, d. v. s. i svunne dager. Ikke minst 
paa det aandelige omraade. Da var det 
aandelige kjemper paa jorden. Og prak¬ 
tisk talt alle troende var helstøpte kristne. 
Nu derimot er det bare halvhet hos alle — 
uten hos en bitte liten flok. Den gang, i 
fortidens igaar — var Guds Aand saa 
merkbart tilstede. Nu kjennes ikke Aan- 
dens glød — uten her og der. Nu er det 
praktisk talt ikke annet enn aandsfattigdom 
over alt. 

Sant er det jo at der er forskjell paa 
tider i Guds menighet paa jord. Der er 
flod og der er ebbe i trosklarhet, vidneiver 
og trofasthet. Og der er tider med for¬ 
holdsvis faa sanne kristne innefor den syn¬ 
lige kirke, og der er andre tider da livet 
pulserer varmere og friskere. Det kan ikke 
nektes at der er noe saant som op- og ned¬ 
gang i kirkens trosliv. 

Men det er ikke sant at alle velsignel- 
sestider hører igaar til. Og slett ikke at 
grunnen for vaar tids virkelige eller for- 
mentlige aandsfattigdom skulde være den 
at Guds Hellige Aand ikke lenger er virk¬ 
som blandt mennesker. Herren har selv 
sagt at han er med sine inntil verdens ende.

Følgelig er, efter Jesu løf¬ 
te, Aanden fremdeles i verden. Det er 
først naar tiden ikke er mer, naar den 
endelige dom med paafølgende hel adskil- 
lelse mellem lysets barn og mørkets barn 
har funnet sted, at der . blir en menneske¬ 
verden hvor Guds Aand ikke finnes. 

Det som gjør at der paa jord vil finnes 
inntil tidens ende en kristen menighet, er 
dette at Jesus Kristus ved Aanden er i ver¬ 
den. Det betyr ikke at Jesus er i ver¬ 
dens aand, skikk og vesen; alt som er det 
sies i Skriften ikke aa være i verden, men 
av verden. Men det betyr at den aand- 
skraft som heter Gud, aapenbart i Kristus 
og virksom ved den Hellige Aand, utøver 
ennu sin innflytelse paa menneskesinn; den 
virker paa hjertene og setter noe nytt, le¬ 
vende og omskapende i gang hvor som helst 
den kommer inn. Det er ikke tenkelig — 
og slett ikke skriftmessig aa tro — at den¬ 
ne aandskraft arbeider sporadisk, d. v. s. 
at den til sine tider virker kraftig og til 
andre tider svakt. Guds Aand søker ut¬ 
rettelig det fortapte, og leder til stadighet 
dem som gjennem den trange port er kom¬ 
met inn paa den smale vei til livet. 

Grunnen for op- og nedgang i aandelig 
liv blandt mennesker er altsaa ikke aa søke 
hos Gud. For saa sant som det er at 
Faderen og Sønnen er ett, saa sant er det 
at Jesus Kristus er den samme idag som 
igaar. Men grunnen ligger i det store, 
uhyggelige dyp som heter menneskehavet, 
og har sin dypeste aarsak i menneskehjer¬ 
tets ondskap og motstand mot Gud. Visst¬ 
nok er “Naturens vanart” alltid den samme, 
men strømningene i folkehavet er ikke all¬ 
tid ens; som de skifter endres trykket paa 
sjelene. Det maa være dette skiftende 
trykk — i forbindelse med Guds allvise 
raad — som aarsaksmessig ligger bakom 
forskjellige tiders forskjellige aandelige inn¬ 
stilling. — “Men enda han hadde gjort saa 
mange tegn for deres øine, trodde de ikke 
paa ham. ..

Men stort er det aa vite at gjennem 
Aanden er ennu iblandt oss han om hvem 
det staar at. han er den samme idag som 
igaar, og at han blir den samme til evig tid. 

Han som ved sin Aand kalte, samlet, 
oplyste og helliggjorde sig en menighet ut 
av syndere av samme slag som vaare da¬ 
gers mennesker, han er i folkehavet enn. 
Og han gjør den samme gjerning. Han

vi ber om. Han er ennu den gode hyrden 
som leter inntil han finner. Og fordi han 
leter, er det idag samme mulighet for det 
tapte aa bli funnet som det var igaar. Vi 
nevner dette spesielt for de manger iblandt 
oss som gaar engstelige for sine kjære -— 
unge menn i militæralderen —, ikke bare 
for deres legemlige sikkerhet, men spesielt 
for deres aandelige vel under forhold fulle 
av fristelser.

Da en medkristen 
spurte om det var hennes eller Herrens be¬ 
varende kraft det kom an paa, utbrøt hun: 
“Nu ser jeg det! Det er Herren det kom¬ 
mer an paa! Jesus Kristus er igaar og 
idag den samme, ja til evig tid.” 

Denne varme, styrkende paamindelse var 
skrevet' redaktionelt i Lutheraneren for den 
7 de januar 1942. 
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Men saa blir det ingen velsignelse over 
det. For det er ikke gjort i tro. Gjør alt 
uten knurr og tvil, sier Paulus. 

Det finnes mennesker som reiser sig i 
protest mot dette. Vi kan da ikke gjøre 
alt til synd, sier de. Dette er overspent 
og helt umulig, det er imot all sund fornuft. 

Ja det kan synes slik. Men ordet baade 
kan og maa taes alvorlig. 

Som kristne mennesker kaller vi oss 
troende, vi taler om troens liv. Det vil si 
at vi daglig faar tro at vi er Guds barn 
for Jesu skyld. Men troens liv omfatter 
mer, det omfatter hele vaart daglige liv, 
alle vaare tanker og ord og gjerninger. 
Lever vi tro? Er troen den drivende og 
bærende kraft i mitt liv fra innerst til yt¬ 
terst? 

Vi nevnte de ubehagelige plikter og op- 
gaver. Gjør det uten knurr og tvil — 
gjør det i tro! Og alt det vanemessige — 
gjør det i bevisst tro paa at Gud vil det 
og har en mening med det! Og i vanske¬ 
lige valg — har du valgt under Guds ledel¬ 
se, saa tro og bryt alle broer av, gi ikke 
tvilen rum. 

Men lar vi dette lys falle skarpt og klart 
over hele vaart liv, saa hender det natur¬ 
ligvis at vi stanser overfor enkelte tilfelle 
og sier: Nei dette er umulig aa gjøre i tro. 
Det kan ikke være Guds mening, det kan 
ikke være efter hans vilje. 

Hvis vi da ikke vil falle i bevisst synd, 
maa vi a være aa gjøre det. Det er det 
forferdelige alvor som dette ord rummer 
naar vi vaager oss inn i lyset aV det at hvis 
vi ikke handler i bevisst tro, saa gjør vi be¬ 
visst synd. 

Saa kan det ikke undgaas at ordet blir 
oss til dom. Det er en dom over alt knur¬ 
rende, motvillig kristenliv, over surhet og 
misnøie, over sløvt vanegjengeri, kortsagt 
over alt liv som ikke er stillet inn under 
Guds ledelse i glad og frigjort tjeneste. 
Det betyr en veldig utvidelse av syndsbe- 
grepet. Og det gaar like tilbunns i spørs- 
maalet om jeg lever som en kristen eller 
ikke. 

Men som alt Guds ord er det baade til 
dom og evangelium. For hvis jeg vandrer 
i lyset i daglig bekjennelse av den synd 
Gud overbeviser mig om, i daglig ubetinget 
overgivelse til ham, saa faar jeg ogsaa tro 
at jeg er der hvor han vil jeg skal være. 
Det er et veldig evangelium det at jeg 
faar lov til aa tro. — Det jager mismotet 
bort, det gir liv i alt det vanemessige. In¬ 
genting blir smaatt og ubetydelig lenger, jeg 
faar tro at Gud har sin mening ogsaa i det 
jeg ikke forstaar. Livet blir meget tryggere 
og rikere enn jeg kunde ane. 

Det er noe som heter troens strid. Det 
gjelder ogsaa i det vi her taler om. Men 
det er en god strid. Den som vaager sig 
inn i lyset av dette sterke ord, han skal 
faa erfare nye sider i den uendelige rikdom 
som troens liv er. — T.

Broadcasting Good Seed 
Near Home. 

(Paper given at the So. Alberta Circuit 
Meeting by Mrs. Skippen, Calgary.) 

I. By Tracts. — II. By Good Books. 

So many of our people have no time, or 
think they have no time, for reading re- 
ligious books. The radio atmosphere is not 
conductive to meditative reading. So many 
of our people these days are so busy mak- 
ing a living or ha ving a good time that 
there is little or no taste for spiritual and 
etemal values. There is little spiritual 
appetite. The church service is beyond 
their interest. The reading of God’s Word 
is a tedious task. The quiet hour of de- 
votion is almost unknown. If we can put 
the Word of God into their hands in a 
form that is attractive, instructive and in- 
spiring, and so brief that it can be read in 
a few minutes, even the most preoccupied 
and indifferent may read. 

Our first task, clearly, is to create a 
taste for the Bread of Life. Suppose we 
employ the method used by the wide- 
awake merchant down the street. How 
does he go about creating a demand for 
his goods? He distributes freely sample 
packages of the food product he wishes to 
seil. The people taste it. They like it. 
Then they go to the store to buy in larger 
quantities. Through the distribution of 
booklets and tracts we may reach the dis- 
interested and unchurched with samples, as 
it were, of the Bread of Life. May we not 
hope that many will taste and see that 
this spiritual food is good, and so come 
to church for more? The world of business 
and politics knows the power of the printed 
word in brief form. In the city we find 
stores sending out or leaving at your door 
handbills and circulars telling you what 
they have for sale. Then again near elec- 
tion time handbills appear trying to in- 
fluence us to vote for certain candidates. 
These are but secular tracts, but these 
silent messengers have a great influence. 
How they tend to mold our ideas and de- 
cide our actions! Since these small leaflets 
dealing with material things wield such in¬ 
fluence, what must not be the influence 
of the brief pages bearing sacred messages 
from the Word of God? . 

Every Christian may find work in the 
distribution of tracts. Then too, there is 
the other side: that of providing money 
for the publication of the tracts by the 
Book Mission. Here is a suggestion: 
Place a tract rack in a convenient place 
in your church, keep it filled with tracts 
and see how they disappear. A coin box 
could be placed near by. Tracts can be 
used in ministering to the aged and shut- 
ins, the sick and sorrowing, the troubled 
and distressed. There may be a new 
neighbor with no church connections. He 
will read a little tract tactfully handed him, 
and that will set him thinking. More often 
than we realize, men and women are won 
for Christ and Christian service by a little 
tract placed in the hand at the right mo¬ 
ment. 

But are the tracts scattered abroad read? 
you may ask. Not all to be sure. Not 
every message finds response in human 
hearts. Nor does every sermon preached 
nor every Sunday School lesson taught bear 
the desired result. But we do not stop 
preaching and teaching for that. From the 
Book Mission we leam that souls are saved 
through tracts and booklets. Many men 
and women have written in thanking for 
help received from tracts. Thus we come 
to the conclusion that through the use of 
tracts we may broadcast good seed near 
home. 

Another method of broadcasting good 
seed is by the use of good books. We may 
begin right at home with our children. 


They get their Sunday School training with 
well-planned lessons but this is not enough. 
Little children love stories whether read or 
told. You may ask what you are to read 
to the children. The W.M.F. book list 
offers suggestions. 

We should build a background of Bible 
stories and Bible heroes for our little ones 
through books such as Hurlbufs “Story of 
the Bible”, Egermeiris “Bible Story Book”, 
and Hurlbufs “Life of Christ”. Early the 
child should be given his own Testament 
or Bible and plan his own time for reading. 
Bible verses and religious poetry should be 
leamed. The Reading List gives books 
suitable for chuldren. 

Mothers who are concerned about what 
they might do to, not only better their own 
lives, but the lives of their children may 
find great help in “Faifh and Fear in Child 
Training” by Eggleston, and “The Fine 
Art of Motherhood” by Robertson. 

We now come to the young people. The 
leading book on the list is the Bible which 
should be read and studied. (In our Cal¬ 
gary church we have a Bible Class that 
meets once a week). 

There is today so much demoralizing 
reading matter around us and it is even 
getting into the most carefully guarded 
christian hornes. We seem to be powerless 
to stem this tide at its source, but can we 
not do something to counteract its effect? 
By bright colors, suggestive pictures and 
flaming headlines, the news-stands scream 
their invitations to read this soul-demoral- 
izing stuff. More than 300 filthy mag- 
azines are published in the United States. 
More than 100 such magazines published 
in the United States are banned in Canada. 
The most effective preventative must be 
the cultivation of taste for good, clean, 
wholesome reading. Here we come to the 
church library which should provide and 
make available plenty of such worthwhile 
material. I see no reason why the Ladies’ 
Aid, Luther League, and Sunday School 
should not all contribute to the building of 
a good library. It cannot be done all at 
one time but from year to year the library 
should grow. Book reviews could form a 
short part of the Young People’s program. 

Our church papers should be in every 
church library. These papers, kept on file, 
fumish a storehouse of material on topics 
which may be asked for in Luther League 
work. 

Then might all of us as individuals or 
as groups do more reading and studying 
of the Bible and also of books that would 
deepen our personal, spiritual lives. We 
possibly will have to sacrifice some of 'our 
worldly reading in order to find time, but 
such a sacrifice will bring to us such large 
retums that it will turn out to be an invest¬ 
ment instead. 

Some good books glow with a quiet rad- 
iance that soothes one in an hour of frett- 
ing over perishing things. Some are like 
John the Baptist, buming and shining lights 
on the path to Christ'and salvation. Others 
make our spirit bum with hope, love, de- 
votion, courage and endeavor. Each good 
book has its place and value. Are such 
books on our shelves?
